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ARMY NURSE CORPS 


Saag jobs have come the way of 
the Army Nurse Corps since its per 
mament organization as an aftermath of 
the Spanish-American War. In all climes, 
under all conditions, the women in white 
have been on hand to minister to the 
sick and the wounded soldier. And even 
before organization of the corps, 2 Feb. 
1901, as an integral part of the Medical 
Department, women volunteers were 
found in abundance to take over the nurs 
ing tasks imposed in each of this nation’s 
wars. 

But it is a manor woman-sized job 
that has been handed to the Army Nurse 
Corps as its part in the arming of 
America. Double your force, the thou 
sand nurses of the permanent corps have 
been told, and then, double again. Then 
add another thousand nurses, and as 
similate this 400 per cent increase into 
an organization as well-knit as the pres 
ent compact body. Meanwhile, there’ll be 
nursing to do, of course. 

They’re going to be easy on the selec 
tees, at first. Harden them gradually, 
and put the military training program 
into full swing only when the new men 
have become used to military life. But 
no attempt will be made to set the date 
on which a trainee will become ill. The 
Army nurse, veteran or new-comer, must 
be ready to serve, should sickness strike, 
when. it strikes. 

Unlike the trainee in the early stages, 
the Army nurse is much “on her own” 
from the start. She must carry on her 
work largely without immediate super 
vision. 

Principal source of the 4,019 nurses 
which will be placed on active duty by 
July, 1941, are the more than 17,000 
hurses now registered with the Red Cross 
for military service in time of emergency. 
A total of 1,255 additional nurses will be 
required by 15 Dee. 1940, and succeeding 
months will see new additions to the 
Nurse Corps. To assist in the procure 
ment of nurses for extended active duty, 
it has been recommended that a nurse be 
assigned to each corps area headquarters 
4s an adviser to the corps area surgeon. 

The Army Nurse Corps now consists of 
1,000 nurses working in 46 station hos 
pitals, six general hospitals and eight 
dispensaries in the United States and its 
possessions. Added to these far-flung 
medical installations will be hospitals at 
all the camps now being established for 
the National Guard, new or expanded 
hospitals at the new replacement centers 
and new facilities at the chain of outly 
ing bases being acquired and expanded. 

The past record of Army nurses indi 
cates that they will carry out their job 
Successfully. Even back in the Revolu 
tion, women did yeoman work in caring 
for the sick and wounded, though they 
Were then untrained and unorganized. 
During the Civil War more than 3,000 
hurses saw service with the colors in 
Army hospitals, the value of efficient 
hursing in campaign only a few years 
earlier having been dramatically demon 
Started in Crimea by Florence Nightin 
Zale.

Further evidence, if any were re 
quired, of the strength of public senti 
ment in all parts of the country in sup 
port of the national defense afield and 
afloat was the reelection last Tuesday of 
most of the members of the committees 
in both Houses of Congress, charged with 
the consideration of military and naval 
affairs and with drafting the appropria 
tion bills of the House for the War and

Senator Morris Sheppard of Texas, 
chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs, was not up for reelec 
tion. The ranking minority member of 
this committee, however, Senator War 
ren R. Austin of Vermont won an easy 
victory for reelection, Senator Holt, 
Democrat, of West Virginian, was de 
fested for renomination and Senator 
Sherman Minton, Democrat, of Indiana, 
and Senator James M. Slattery of II 
linois, Democrat, was defeated for re 
election by their Republican opponents. 
Senator W. Warren Barbour, Republican, 
of New Jersey, who first came to the 
Senate to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of the late Dwight W. Morrow was 
reelected for a second term in a hard 
fought ficht. 

Senator David I. Walsh, of Massachus 
sets, the able chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Naval Affairs won a de 
cisive victory over his Republican op 
poncat. The ranking minority member 
of this committee Senator Frederick 
Hale, of Maine, a former chairman of the 
committee was not a candidate for re 
nomination. Senator Peter G. Gerry, 
Democrat, of Rhode Island, was reelected 
as were Senator Charles G. Andrews, 
Democrat, of Florida, and Senator Hiram 
W. Johnson, of California, who was the 
nominee of all three parties in California 
and is one of the strongest supporters 
the Navy has in either House of Con 
gress.

Retired Men’s Pay 

Kulisted men of the Army are entitled 
to have their retired pay, from and after 
1 Oct, 1940, computed on the basis of the 
increased pay scale set up by the Selective 
Service Act, the Comptroller General 
ruled this week. 

“Enlisted men of the Army,” the Comp 
troller said, “who were placed on the re 
tired list prior to 1 Oct. 1940, the effective 
date of Section 12 of the Selective Train 
ing and Service Act of 1940, are entitled 
to have their retired pay from and after 
that date computed on the basis of the 
uctive list pay established by said section, 
including the right given by Section 12(b) 
to have pay for specialists’ ratings con 
sidered in the computation of retired pay, 
and all subject to the savings clause in 
Section 12(e).” 

In his letter to the Secretary of War, 
the Comptroller General said 

“To the extent that this 
provision with respect to the pay of enlisted 
men of the Army and Marine Corps different 
from those contained in section 9 of the Joint 
Service Pay Act of 10 June 1922, 42 Stat. 620 
37 U. 8. C. 13, it operates as an amendment to

**** On and after 1 July 1922, retired «

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Comptroller Clarifies 
Pay of National Guard 


An important pay decision, favorable 
in most respects to enlisted men of the 
National Guard, was made public by the 
Comptroller General this week. 

Under the decision, enlisted men of the 
seventh pay grade in the National Guard 
may count their non-federal service in 
computing the four months’ period 
which, under the new pay scale, must be 
served at the rate of $21 a month. It had 
been feared that such men would have 
to serve four months in Federal Service 
at $21 a month before becoming entitled 
to the $30 a month pay seale. 

The decision will result in retroactive 
pay to many members of the National 
Guard, for payment had been made at 
the $21 rate pending final decision by 
the Comptroller. 

It was also held that a member of 
the National Guard of the seventh grade 
who enlisted therein after discharge from 
a prior Regular Army or National Guard 
enlistment would be entitled, upon in 
duction into the Federal service, to pay 
of $80 month, instead of $21, even though 
his combined service under the two en 
listments is less than four months, since 
the exception in section 12(a) of the 
Selective Training and Service Act of 
1940, merely limits monthly pay to $21 
for the first four months of service dur 
ing the first enlistment period,

Comments on the high rate of voluntary enlistments in the Army voiced by 
editors varied from statements that the records showed that conscription was not 
necessary after all, to remarks that selective service would do a justice by equaliz- 
ing the burden of supporting the Army between the North and the South. 

“Now that a conscription law is on the statute books the government at Wash- 
ington is ready to admit that it probably can’t accommodate more than 100,000 more 
men in the armed forces before the first of the year,” says the Cedar Rapids, Lowa, 
Gazette, “Most of these, if net all, can be obtained through the voluntary enlist 
ment system... . The greatest merit of the conscription law is that it sets up the 
machinery for drafting a vast fighting force if and when such a force is needed.” 
The St. Paul, Minn, Pioneer Press disagrees, saying, “The record enlistment 
does not necessarily substantiate the arguments of opponents of the Selective Service 
Act who contended that it would have been possible to raise and train a defense 
army under the volunteer system. Passage of the conscription bill in’ mid-month 
doubtless was a major factor in the enlistments.” 

Stating that the step up of enlistments will delay calling of draftees, the Mason 
City, Iowa, Globe-Gazette said, “Our own preference would be to handle our entire 
defense problem through the medium of conscription-to avoid the creation of a 
‘class consciousness’ as between volunteer and conscript. But we admit some satis- 
faction in this new evidence that patriotism is still burning in America.” “Eventually,” 
says the Minot, S. D., News, “these groups will merge in the public consciousness 
and the details of their enlistment will be usually unimportant.” “Proof of the 
patriotism of America’s youth,” says the McKeesport, Pa., News, “is offered in the 
reports from Army recruiting headquarters throughout the nation that thousands 
of young men are enlisting for service voluntarily instead of awaiting conscription. 





. So great has been the unprecedented rush to enlist, that federal officials belie, 
that the volunteers may fill a majority of the first conscript allotment in November 
“And this,” says the Charlotte, N. C., Observer, “means that relatively few of 
the young men of North Carolina will be drawn in the first call. This State stands 
out among them all for the number of voluntary enlistments. ... In fact, the South 
is so far out in front of every other area in the whole country... that the men who 
are to be called up through the enforcement of the conscription procedure will 
largely come from other sections.” Says the Macon, Ga., Tclegraph, “The Telegraph 
has already compiled figures which indicate that not one man may be called up tor 
training under the selective service draft, at least fer the first quota from Bibb 
(County).” “Army enlistment figures,” agrees the Philadelphia, Pa., Bulletin, “show 
that the South has given an especially good account of its patriotism. Among the 
ten States ranking highest in men in the service, four are in the South. ... Militant 
patriotism has always been a Southern trait.” Says the Winston-Salem, N. C., Journal, 
“The draft system will wipe out the injustice done the South through the volunteer 
system.” Comments the Waterloo, Lowa, Couricr, “The relation between poverty 
and patriotism seems to be mostly one of personal interest. We think the Northern 
boy, if he believed that the nation was in immediate danger, would be just as 
anxious to enlist as the boy from the South. But as it is now, the attractiveness 
of the Army is not nearly so great for him as it is for the boy from States where 
average income is more comparable to Army rates of pay.” Echoing this state 
ment, the St. Paul, Minn., Pioneer Press concludes, “This, after all, is the best 
argument for universal training under the selective service act, for otherwise the 
enlisted personnel of the Army would be made up largely of persons who believed 
they could not do better in civil life.”

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Army Cooperation with Labor 

Assistant Secretary of War Patterson 
in a statement released today called upon 
the Army and each officer in it to coop- 
erate with labor “to the end that the de- 
fense program may move forward with- 
out interruption or delay and that our 
country may have and keep that real and 
visible national unity which is increas- 
ingly essential to any effective defense in 
modern total war.” 

The Assistant Secretary mentioned spe- 
cifically the labor difficulties at Ft. 
George G. Meade, Md., describing them 
as “minor” and stating that they resulted 
from a “temporary misunderstanding of 
the labor policy of the War Department 
as to overtime pay.” 

The full text of Assistant Secretary 
Patterson’s statement, issued in reply to 
inquiries from the press, was an an- 
nouncement of the War Department’s 
Labor Policy on Cantonment Construc- 
tion as follows: 

“The Assistant Secretary of War, the 
Honorable Robert P. Patterson, in re- 
ply to inquiries from the press, today 
announced the following as the War De- 
partment’s Labor Policy on Cantonment 
Construction : 

“Just and equitable treatment of labor, 
the maintenance of existing standards 
for workers an defense projects, and 
sympathetic understanding by the Serv- 
ice of the problems and aspirations of 
American labor, organized and unorgan- 
ized, are essential to the success of the 
defense program. The overwhelming 
mass of American workers are intensely 
patriotic and want to help defend their 
country. They want to cooperate and 


they are cooperating. But cooperation 
must work both ways. Labor standards 


as to wages, hours of work and overtime, 
among others, must be maintained if the 
defense program is to go effectively for- 
ward. 

“The War Department’s policy as to 
these matters follows the pattern set up 
during the World War. On June 19, 1917, 
Secretary of War Baker and Mr. Samuel 
Gompers signed an agreement creating 
the Cantonment Adjustment Commis- 
sion, Which provided in part: ‘As basic 
standards with reference to each can 
tonment, such commission shall use the 
inion scales of wages, hours and condi- 
tions in force on June 1, 1917, in the lo- 
cality where such cantonment is situated. 
Consideration shall be given to special 
dreumstances, if any, arising after said 
date which may require particular ad 
vances in wages or changes in other 
standards.’ In addition, General Orders 
No. 13 issued on October 15, 1917, both 
by the Chief of Ordnance and by the 
Quartermaster General, provided for a 
standard eight-hour working day with 
lime and a half pay for overtime. 

“The present policy of the War Depart- 
ment with regard to hours of labor and 
overtime payments is in part prescribed 
by law, since an Act of Congress of Sep- 
lember 9, 1940, requires time and a half 
he paid to laborers and mechanics for 
work in excess of eight hours in any one 
day. In part, also, it is the result of la- 
bor policies determined by the Dresident 
of the United States on the recommenda- 
tion of the Advisory Commission to the 
Council of National Defense. On Septem- 
her 13, 1940, the President transmitted 
to Congress, with his approval, a definite

adopted by the Advisory 
reading in part as follows: 

“‘In order that surplus and unemployed 
labor may be absorbed in the defense pro- 
gram, all reasonable efforts should be made 
to avoid hours in excess of 40 per week, 
Ilowever, in emergencies or where the needs 
of the national defense cannot otherwise be 
met, exceptions to this standard should be 
permitted. When the requirements of the de 
fense program make it necessary to work in 
excess of these hours, or where work is re 
quired on Saturdays, Sundays, or holidays, 
overtime should be paid in accordance with 
local recognized practices.’ 

“The Assistant Secretary of War, on 
September 27, 1940, advised the supply 
arms and services that the Advisory 
Commission’s statement of labor policy, 
together with the general principles laid 
down by the Commission to govern the 
letting of defense contracts, would be the 
guide in the ward of Army contracts. 
Later, on October 22, 1940, the Assistant 
Secretary directed the Quartermaster 
General to advise all constructing quar 
termasters in part as follows: 

“‘Instructions of the Assistant Secretary 
of War require full compliance with the state 
ment of labor policy adopted by the National 
Defense Advisory Commission requiring that 
when circumstances make it necessary to 
work in excess of 40 hours per week or on 
Saturdays, Sundays or holidays, overtime 
be paid in accordance with the local recog 
nized practices, (Memorandum of the Assist 
ant Secretary of War dated September 27, 
1940.) 

“ ‘Accordingly, with respect to laborers and 
mechanics employed by a contractor or sub- 
contractor: 

“(a) They may be permitted to exceed eight 
hours in any one calendar day, provided 
that not less than one and one-half times 
the basic rate of pay is paid for all time in 
excess of eight hours. 

“(b) The wage rate of such employees must 
be computed on a basic day rate of eight 
hours. 

“(¢) Where work is required in excess of 
40 hours per week or on Saturdays, Sundays 
or holidays, overtime must be paid in ac 
cordance with local recognized practices. 

‘The foregoing are applicable to all cost 
plus-a-fixed-fee contractors under contracts 
heretofore entered into and all such contrac 
tors shall be notified to that effect and in 
formed that wages paid in accordance there 
with will be included as items of cost under 
said contracts. The foregoing are also appli 
cable to all contracts hereafter negotiated 
on any basis.’ 

“These instructions carry out the law 
as enacted by Congress and the labor 
policy for the War Department approved 
by the President, the Commander-in- 


Chief of the Army. 





“These references to the law and the 
recommendations of the Advisory Com- 
mission approved by the President, 
should not, however, be understood as 
indicating by inference that the War De- 
partment, if wholly free to choose, would 
adopt a different policy. The contrary is 
the fact. It would adopt the same policy 
of maintaining labor standards that it 
did in the World War, for reasons which 
have never been stated better than in 
an order of the Chief of Ordnance issued 
November 15, 1917: 

“‘In view of the urgent necessity for a 
prompt increase in the volume of production 
* * * vigilance is demanded of all those in 
any way associated with industry lest the 
safeguards with which the people of this 
country have sought to protect labor should 
be unwisely and unnecessarily broken down. 
It is a fair assumption that for the most part 
these safeguards are the mechanisms of effi- 
ciency. Industrial history proves that reason 
able hours, fair working conditions, and a 
proper wage scale are essential to high pro- 
duction, * * * every attempt should be made 
to conserve in every way possible all of our 
achievements in the way of social betterment. 
But the pressing argument for maintaining 
industrial safeguards in the present emerg 
ency is that they actually contribute to 
efficiency.’ 

“These considerations are as compell- 
ing now as they were in 1917. 

“To avoid misunderstanding, it should 
also be stated that the War Department 
does not regard the Advisory Commis 
sion’s recommendation that ‘reasonable 
efforts should be made to avoid hours 
in excess of 40 per week’ as applying to 
prevent overtime work under the De- 
partment’s construction program. This 
recommendation is frequently applicable 
to such supply items as shoes, clothing, 
blankets and other articles made com 
mercially, where there is now much un- 
employed labor and unused factory ca- 
pacity. It does not apply in the procure- 
ment of airplanes, tanks, guns, ammuni- 
tion and smilar items of armament where 
facilities are limited and necessary types 
of skilled labor are scarce. Thus, all the 
arsenals and many airplane factories are 
now running three shifts of six days a 
week on an overtime basis, with the full 
approval of the Advisory Commission 
and the complete cooperation of union 
labor. The same considerations are appli 
cable to the present emergency construc 
tion program. In no case throughout the 
entire defense program is delay being 
allowed to result from fixed limitations 
on hours of work, 

“There has recently been considerable 
newspaper discussion of certain labor 
difficulties in connection with construc 
tion at Ft. George G. Meade, Md. In point 
of fact, these difficulties were relatively 
minor. They resulted from a temporary 
misunderstanding of the labor policy of 
the War Department as to overtime pay. 
The workers involved were out only one 
day; they returned to work before their 
claims for overtime pay had been ad 
justed; they are entirely satisfied with 
the adjustment required by the labor 
policy of the Department—a policy de 
termined upon long before any difficulty 
at Ft. Meade had developed. 

“Recognized practices with respect to 
wage scales and overtime pay have long 
been established in the vicinity of Balti 
more, and the wage conditions involved 
at Ft. Meade were met without any diffi 
culty or publicity at Edgewood Arsenal 
and the Aberdeen Proving Ground. The 
Ft. Meade construction project has now 
been brought into line with all other gov 
ernment construction projects throughout 
the country, and there is no reason to 
anticipate any further difficulty. Nor is 
there any reason whatever to believe that 
the construction at Ft. Meade will not be 
completed on time. It is on schedule now. 

“The War Department, in all cases of 
actual or prospective labor difficulties on 
defense work, has had the fullest and 
most helpful cooperation from the Labor 
Section of the Advisory Commission to 
the Council of National Defense, directed 
by Commissioner Sidney Hillman, and 
also from the Department of Labor. This 
cooperation has been one hundred per 
cent. The great mass of American labor 
and its responsible leaders are cooperat- 
ing with the Army in preparing for na- 
tional defense. The Army and each offi 
cer in it must cooperate with labor, to 
the end that the defense program may 


move forward without interruption or 
delay and that our country may have 
and keep that real and visible national 
unity which is increasingly essential to 
any effective defense in modern total 
war.” 





Qualification in Arms 

Enlisted men of the Army who qualify 
in the use of arms after 31 Dec. 1940 will 
not receive the usual additional pay to 
which such men in the past have been 
entitled. 

Also, men who qualified prior to 1 Jan. 
1941 will cease to receive their additional 
pay when funds appropriated for that 
purpose for the fiscal year 1941 have 
been exhausted. 

Although the appropriation bill for the 
fiscal year 1942 has not yet even been 
sent to Congress, the War Department 
announced this week that no funds will 
be available in the fiscal year 1942 for 
the payment of additional compensation 
for special qualifications in arms, 

Payment for qualification in armg 
ranged from one to five dollars a month, 
Riflemen were qualified as experts, 
sharpshooters, and marksmen; artillery- 
men as expert, first class, or second clas@ 
gunners; acrial machine gunners as ex- 


pert aerial gunner, aerial sharpshooter, 
and aerial marksman; aerial bombers 
were permitted to qualify as expert 


bombers, and men armed with the pistol 
were allowed to qualify as pistol expert 


dismounted, pistol sharpshooter dis- 
mounted, and pistol marksman dis- 
mounted. 


The changes in AR 35-2880, changing 
the regulations concerning qualification 
in arms, which were announced some 
time ago and were to have become effec- 
tive on 1 April 1941, will, instead, become 
effective 1 July 1941, but, as the Depart 
ment now announces, no funds will be 
available for the accompanying addi- 
tional pay. 





Rep. Maas to Stay in House 

Representative Melvin J. Maas, whose 
reelection as representative from Minne- 
sota was a source of considerable satis 
faction to the service, will remain in the 


next Congress as the ranking minority 
member on the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs. Representative Maas is 


a colonel in the Marine Reserve and there 
has been some concern lest he go to ae 
tive duty and relinquish his legislative 
functions. 

Ilowever, the Major General Comman 
dant of the Marine Corps, Maj. Gen. 
Thomas Holcomb, has notified Repre 
sentative Maas that Marine Corps head 
quarters considers his services on the 
Naval Affairs committee too valuable to 
eall him away from it. General Holeomb 
stated that orders to Representative 
Maas would be deferred until such time 
as National conditions would make his 
services as a colonel in the Marine Corps 
more imperative than his services in Con

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Mechanization of Paper Work 
The War Department announced 4 Nov. 
that the Army is mechanizing its system 
of personnel administration in order to 
keep its paper work abreast of the prog- 
ress of the mechanized and motorized 
forces in the field. 

Modern business machines will be in- 
stalled at principal Army Posts through- 
out the country, the nine Corps Areas 
Headquarters, Puerto Rico, the Canal 
Zone, Philippine Islands, Hawaii, and in 
the Adjutant General’s Office in Wash- 
ington, for consolidating personnel rec- 
ords which will serve as a fountain-head 
of information for the Army, interested 
Government agencies, families, Congress, 
the President and others. 

A class of 65 officers and civilians has 
just completed a course of instruction to 
aid in the installation of the new system. 

By means of modern business machines 
and a modernization of administrative 
practices, military establishments behind 
the lines will take from the sheulders of 
the troops in the field a great part of the 
burden of paper work which has been 
such a chore to military forces in the 
past. 





Army Units to Change Stations 

Orders have been issued for permanent 
changes of stations for two Regular Army 
regiments, the Twenty-second Infantry 
and the Seventieth Coast Artillery (AA).

The 22nd Infantry, with a _ present 
strength of approximately 80 officers, one 
warrant officer and 1900 enlisted men, 
will be transferred from its present sta- 
tion at Fort McClellan, Alabama, to Ft.

Report Home Addresses

Forty-eight units 
were in competition for this trophy dur- 
ing the past year. Twenty-four of the 
forty-eight competing units had a record 
of no accidents, Statistics compiled in 
determining the winner of the Moffett 
Trophy indicate clearly the improvement 
in safety being attained in this type of 
operation.

Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox this

Captain Blandy’s Address 


Capt. W. H. P. Blandy, USN, gave a 
comprehensive address to the Martha 
Washington Chapter, Daughters of the 
American Revolution, on the subject of 
“National Defense,” in Washington, 5 
Nov. Captain Blandy stressed the im- 
portance of a strong and efficient Navy 
as the means of keeping foreign nations 
far from our shores in the event they 
ever saw fit to attack us. 

“It can hardly be said the Navy has 
lagged in its defense program,” Captain 
Blandy stated, “for we have been pre- 
paring for just such an emergency as we 
are now in since 1933.” He then stressed 
the amount of naval shipbuilding which 
has been completed during the last seven 
years, and is now part of the United 
States Fleet. 

Naval bases received from Great 
Britain in exchange for overage destroy- 
ers were also important, Captain Blandy 
Stated. “With their establishment our 
fixed line of protection will be extended 
hundreds of miles eastward from our 
Kast Coast and the Panama Canal.” 

Captain Blandy then gave a general 
picture of the units of the Fleet, and 
their uses both in major engagements 
and when acting singly. Training of the 
leet, he said, required more traget prac- 
tice, “large sums for practice ammuni- 
tion,” being well spent. 

Of particular interest was his survey 
of the technique of total war and its ef- 
fect on civilian populations, as well as 
the necessity of complete unity of pur- 
pose of our whole people in making the 
present National Defense program a suc- 
cess,

Naval Gun Factories 


Capt. D. F. Ducey, USN, and Comdr. 
T. D. Ruddock, USN, have left on an in- 
spection tour of possible sites for six 
naval gun factories to be constructed in 
the mid-west. The board is expected to 
report to Rear Adm. W. R. Furlong, Chief 
of the Bureau of Ordnance. Authoriza- 
tion for establishment of the gun fac- 
tories was given in the second defense 
appropriation bill. 





Charges Censorship 


Action of Lt. Comdr. A. H. Guthrie, 
USN-Ret., in resigning as editor of the 
Naval Academy Alumni Bulletin because 
he refused to submit to censorship, was 
recalled this week as his successors on 
the Bulletin opened their editorial re- 
gime by pointing to censorship under Hit- 
ler and Napoleon. 

As reported in the Army AND NAvy 
JouRNAL of 12 Oct., Commander Guthrie 
relinquished editorship of the Bulletin 
because “a department of the government 
has raised the question of censorship be- 
cause the editor is a retired officer.” 

Commander Guthrie’ started the 
Alumni Bulletin as a local publication 
in California, but it soon gained national 
attention, principally because of its frank 
discussion and criticism of the Navy De- 
partment’s handling of the promotion 
and forced attrition features of the per- 
sonnel policy. Finally, a new publication 
was started by the Alumni Association 
and published in Annapolis under the 
title “Shipmate,” but Commander Guth- 
rie continued with dis Bulletin until the 
purported efforts at censorship resulted 
in his resignation, At the Navy Depart- 
ment no comment was forthcoming as to 
the source of the governmental effort to 
censor him. 

The new editorial staff is composed of 
E. E. Myers, USNA class of ’22 as editor, 
and Albert 8. Oakholt and Donald G. 
Campbell, both of the class of '26, as as- 
sociate editors. T. H. Mitchell, '25, is pub- 
lisher and Gerald A. Stacey, ’22, is busi- 
ness manager, 

The initial editorial under the new 
sponsorship was signed “editorial staff” 
and is as follows: 

“We come out fighting. 

“A noted German writer said recently, 
‘Hitler has made it unsafe for a person to 
write on any subject unless it has his ap- 
proval.’ To go back into history, Napoleon 
said, ‘The only safe place to keep an Editor 
is in jail.’ 

“It is with a great deal of regret that, 
through the pressure from some subtle source, 
we have lost the Editor who struggled along 
almost alone with this publication since its 
birth nearly four years ago, But it has always 
been the experience of a crusader to receive 
80 per cent boos and 20 per cent cheers, and it 
takes a lot of intestinal gumption to carry 
on in the face of veiled opposition. Every- 
body makes mistakes (even the New York 
Times) but we think that Guthrie did a good 
and sincere job. 

“Consequently, the Associate Editors have 
decided to carry on (with your help) a publi- 
cation that they believe has value to the 
greater number of Naval Academy Alumni 
that are seattered from dawn to breakfast, a 
sort of ‘keep in touch’ medium and one of 
free expression, 

“It is not our thoughts to print a pollyanna 
sheet written in a high school hand—nor to 
follow press releases that fit—nor to try to 
tell anyone how to run the Navy or their busi- 
ness—nor to sidestep an issue because it is 
‘hot.’ We do not care whether you are a 
Democrat or Republican or a Methodist—-we 
are all Americans. 

“We do not crave controversy as such, but 
shall strive for good healthy argument (when 
necessary)—a lot of letters from everybody 
every where—ideas, suggestions, items of gen- 
eral help and a spirit of good fellowship. If 
somebody needs a hotfoot, let’s have it, and 
the same for praise for someone if due, And 
throw in the smiles and wisecrecks, which 
these dark days can stand. 

“Let’s get over this old idea of ‘Utznay to 
you, Jack, I got mine.’ Life, at best, is very 
short and you can’t take it with you. The 
good old American Way has been slipping 
fast lately and if we can add just a few words 
a month to stem the slide, then we will feel 
that we have done a duty—and we hope well. 

“Take a look in the mirror and write your 
reactions.”

To Present Diplomas to Reserves 

Assistant Secretary of the Navy Comp 
ton will present Ensigns’ Commissions to 
some 266 Naval Reserve Midshipmen who 
will be graduated from the school on

mony will be the first graduattion of » 
class of Midshipmen, United States Naya] 
Reserve and the scene and setting will 
not be the gymnasium at the Nayal 
Academy at Annapolis but the main deck 
of the demilitarized battleship Illinois in 
New York City. 

These Midshipmen were amongst the 
600 Apprentice Seamen Class V-7, Naval 
Reserve, who made the first twenty-five 
day training cruise on the USS Wyoming 
this summer. Three hundred of these Ap 
prentice Seamen came to this School and 
were sworn in as Reserve Midshipmen, 
7 Aug., and began an extensive three 
months’ training course in Naval subjects 
supplemented by various types of Nayal 
training with drill equipment on the USS 
Illinois. Although these graduates wil] 
become Reserve Oflicers, the Navy De 
partment has offered them active duty 
with the Fleet and practically all of them 
have accepted active duty. Some ten or 
twelve are deferring active duty until 
they finish the present academic year at 
college. The thirty-four who have been 
forced to drop out of the course did so 
mainly through academic deficiencies due 
to insuflicient mathematical background.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—American diplomacy in the last fortnight has continued most ac- 
tive on the Latin-American and Far-Eastern fronts. This activity has for its main 
objective the diplomatic arrangements that will clear the way for fortifying hemi- 
sphere security, strengthening the American defenses throughout the Pacific, and 
maintaining the territorial status quo in the Far Kast. 

As indicated in this column last week, diplomatic exchanges between Washington 
and Latin-American capitals have been chiefly concerned with agreements regarding 
the conditions under which the United States may utilize air and naval bases in any 
part of the Americas when that seems to be necessary to safeguard hemisphere 
security. These conversations are being carried on within the terms set forth in the 
Act of Havana, Unlike the arrangement with Britain, where long-time leases are 
to be made of certain bases in the Caribbean, the arrangements with the Americas 
will provide for assistance by the United States in the form of advisory missions 
and such anti-aircraft and other defensive equipment which the other American 
Republics may require in the development of their own air and naval bases for use 
by themselves or the United States when necessary for hemisphere security. 

Brazil, Argentina, Chile, Cuba, Costa Rica, Mexico and the Dominican Republic 
are among the nations now engaged in diplomatic conversations with the Washing 
ton Government concerning the development of hemisphere bases for joint use by the 
Americas. The Presidents of Brazil and other countries are expected to visit Wash 
ington and confer with the President relative to mutual interests including hemi 
spherical defense. 

Similar conversations regarding the development of the defenses of the Pacific 
have continued with Canada, Australia and Great Britain. The certainty that the 
United States intends to increase the defenses of the Philippine Islands, while they 
remain under American sovereignty, has necessarily involved a lively exchange of 
views regarding our use of bases at Singapore and in Australia and New Zealand, 
us well as elsewhere in the Pacific. 











The failure. of Washington to obtain from Berlin satisfactory assurances re 
garding the sending of a ship to a British port to evacuate four or five hundred 
Americans stranded in the British Isles, has not served to relieve the increasing tense- 
ness in German-American relations. Meantime Tokyo claims progress in the ne- 
gotiations begun at Moscow for a Russo-Japanese accord, based upon a non-aggression 
treaty on terms yet unknown. Tokyo also reports a continuance of conversations with 
the Government of the Netherlands Indies at Java regarding Jupan’s efforts to pro 
fect and probably increase her oil supply in that quarter. 

Russia’s celebration of the 23rd anniversary of the Bolshevists’ rise to power 
was made the occasion for a reaflirmation by Moscow of Russia’s determination to 
continue a policy of neutrality and armed vigilance in Europe. “True to its policy 
of peace and neutrality” the Moscow Government declared in an official statement, 
“The U. S. S. R. will not participate in war. We must remember the international 
situation is full of surprises. Therefore, as Stalin said, we must keep the entire 
nation in a state of constant military preparedness.” 

Secretary Hull spoke for the Administration in publicly interpreting the result 
of the elections as an endorsement of its foreign policy and defense program, which 
in principle, he pointed out, were not an issue between the opposing candidates for 
the presidency. 


Bureau of Medicine and Surgery—The Annual Symposium of Army and Navy Medical 
Reserve Officers sponsored by the Mayo Foundation was held at the Mayo Clinic, 
Rochester, Minn., 6-20 Oct. 1940. The Surgeon General of the Navy was repre- 
sented by Captain Ernest W. Brown (MC), USN, Navy Yard, New York. The fol- 
lowing papers were presented by Naval Medical Officers: “Industrial Hygiene in Navy 
Yard Practice,” by Capt. Ernest W. Brown, Navy Yard, N. Y.; “Medical Problems in 
Navy Aviation,” by Comdr. John R. Poppen (MC), USN, Washington, D. C.; “Prob- 
lems of Ventilation for Vessels of the Navy,” by Lt. Albert R. Behnke (MC), USN, 
Washington, D. C., and “Medical Aspects of Recruitment and Training of Navy and 
Marine Corps Personnel,” by Capt. Andrew H. Davidson (MC), USN, Great Lakes, IIL. 


Public Health Service—Recalling the valuable assistance afforded by the U. 8S. Public 
Health Service during the maneuvers of the past summer, the War Department 
states that it desires to continue this cooperation during the present emergency. 
The U. S. Public Health Service has agreed to continue this cooperation, using 
its own resources in association with State health services in safeguarding the 
health of military personnel by suitable measures of extra-military sanitation and 
extra-cantonment sanitation, 

The Surgeon General of the Public Health Service has indicated that he will, 
as soon as practicable, detail an officer to each corps area headquarters in order 
to coordinate the activities of the Public Health Service with the military require- 
ment. Upon the arrival of these officers, corps area commanders will provide them 
\with suitable office space and office equipment in corps area headquarters. Corps 
‘area commanders are being enjoined to cooperate with the Public Health Service and 
its representatives to the fullest extent. 


Air Corps—The 36th Bombardment Squadron (1H), will be transferred from March 
Field, Calif., to Lowry Field, Colo., where it is now on temporary duty. The 37th Bom- 
bardmentSquadron (M), will be moved from Barksdale Field, La., to McChord Field, 
Wash. The squadron will remain on its present temporary duty at Lowry Field, Colo., 
until further orders. 

Orders have been issued to transfer the 8th Transport Squadron, consisting of 1 
officer and current enlisted strength, from Brooks Field, Tex., to Duncan Field, Tex. 

The War Department has announced that the 2nd Bombardment Squadron (M), 
at present strength of approximately 160 enlisted men, will be transferred from Bolling 
Field, D. C., to Langley Field, Va., for permanent station about 15 Nov. 1940. Move- 
ment is to be by rail, except for motor vehicles, which will be moved overland. No 
airplanes are included in the movement. 

Orders will be issued to transfer the 323d Signal Aviation Company ; Signal Sec- 
tion, Headquarters and Headquarters Squadron, 17th Bombardment Wing (LL) ; and 
the 2d Chemical Platoon (Sep.) (Air Base), from Lawson Field, Ft. Benning, Ga., 





to Savannah, Ga., for permanent change of station, for duty with the 17th Bombarid- 
ment Wing (Light), GHQ Air Force. 

The first YP-43 airplane manufactured by the Republic Aircraft Corporation, 
Farmingdale, Long Island, N. Y., has beer received by the Army Air Corps. This 
airplane is an all-metal low-wing, single engine, single seater monoplane and is a 
modification of, and improvement on, the Repablic 1-35, with which several pursuit 
squadrons of the GILQ Air Force are now equipped. The YP airplane, powered with 
one Pratt and Whitney 14 cylinder engine, weighs approximately 6,900 pounds, has a 
wing span of 36 feet, length 28 feet and 334 inches, and height of 10 feet 3 inches, with 
a chord of 74.56 inches. 

The Daedalian Trophy, presented to the Air Corps by the Order of the Daedatlians, 
an organization of World War veterans, has been awarded te the First Wing of the 
GHQ Air Force, stationed at March Field, Calif. This organization performed the 
remarkable feat of flying a total of 73,5283 hours during the fiseal year 1930 with an 
accident rate of only .272 per thousand flying hours. ‘This is the second year that the 
First Wing haus been thus honored. The Columbian Trophy, presented by the Republic 
of Columbia to the group having the lowest accident rate, was won by the Seventh 
Bombardment Group at Salt Lake City, Utah, a unit of the First Wing. This organiza- 
tion was until September, 1940, stationed at Hamilton Field. Last year’s winner of 
the Columbian Trophy was the Second Bombardment Group of the Third Wing, with 
headquarters at Langley Field, Va. Maj. Gen. If. IL. Arnold, deqarty chief of staff, 
immediately radioed bis congratulations to the units involved, as did Lieutenant 
General Delos Emmons, Chief of the GLIIQ Air Force, and Brigadier General Lackland, 
commanding the First Wing. 

Lt. Col. Werner B. Gates, AC, whe has been on duty as executive efficer at Lowry 
Field, Colo., has been transferred to become Commanding Oflicer of Air Corps troops 
at Ft. Benning. Ile has been granted a short leave of absence in connection with his 
change of station, but it is expected he will reach Ft. Benning about 12 Nev. In 
addition to the base squadron at Ft. Benning’s Lawson Field, the 15th Bombardment 
Squadron (Light) and the 16th Observation Squadron also are located there. The 
V7th Observation Squadron also is under orders to join the air forces at the field for 
permanent station. 


Unity in America—tIn all the talk on the necessity of national unity which followed 
the election on Tuesday, there eame a clarion note from General Pershing. Invited 
to express his views to be broadcasted to the Nation by the Couneil for Democraey, 
the General sent the following telegram : 

“Raymond Gram Swing, Chairman of the Board, Council for Democracy, Carnegie 
fall, New York.—To my mind an appeal to the people of the United States for unity 
is quite unnecessary. Every four years since George Washington, we have had a 
campaign, followed by a general election, to choose a Chief Executive. That the 
people will now unite behind the new President does not admit ef doubt. It is the 
American way. (Signed), John J. Pershing.” 

The Armed Forces will agree with the General in this summation of the attitude 
of the American people; and it is obvious from editorial comment of the newspapers, 
which opposed the reelection of the President, that their publishers and communities 
entertain this same viewpoint. In the light of history and the general aequiescegce 
of the nation in the result, no one can doubt that back of the President, especially in his 
foreign and defense policies, stand an united people. Therefore, as General Pershing 
stated, it is quite unnecessary to plead for unity; we have it, and this fact will as- 
sure greater cooperation and coordination in the preparedness the country is making. 


Appreciate General Marshall’s Cooperation—At the Department of State, hearty 
appreciation was expressed this week of the great assistance rendered by General 
George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff, in the formulation of the program of cooperation 
of the United States with the other Americas in their development of bases from 
which hemisphere security can better be defended against aggression from across 
either oceans. The acquaintanceship which General Marshall cherishes with the high 
command of every one of the Americas, the friends he has made among their military 
leaders and the sympathetic understanding he has shown of defense problems com 
mon to all the Americas are factors which are said to have proved a most valuable 
contribution to the progress which is being made toward the building of an impregna- 
ble defense for the western world. 


Army Chaplains—In accord with the policy of the Chief of Chaplains to coordinate 
and supervise activities of Army chaplains, the annual training conference of the 
8th Corps Area Chapter of the Chaplains’ Association of the Army and Navy of 
the United States was held at Ft. Worth, Texas, 29 and 30 Oct. The arrangements 
were made by Chaplain Harry Lee Virden, chapter president. 

The Army and Navy Committee of the Church-Women's League for Patriotic 
Service has offered to be of assistance to the chaplains in the field with particular 
reference to those of the Protestant branches. This organization is now prepared 
to furnish smaller linens of average size for Holy Communion such as would be 
convenient for use in the field. Chaplains who are in need of such linens may write 
direct to Miss Edith Louisa Hubbard, “Heartsease,” Poughkeepsie, N. Y., asking for 
definite sizes and stating the number of each desired. Linens will then be sent from 
the stock on hand nearest in size to the measurement requested. 

The Church of England Press Bureau has recently issued a statement to the 
effect that the chaplains with the British Expeditionary Force on the continent 
suffered 13% casualties. Of the 436 chaplains representing many denominations, one 
was killed in action, 1 died of wounds, 11 were wounded, 9 were reported missing, 
83 were captured, 2 were unreported. These chaplains rendered distinguished service 
for which some have been decorated. 

Dates for the Fifth Annual Sixth Corps Area Chaplains’ School were announced 
this week by Brig. Gen. Charles H. Bonesteel, commanding the Sixth Corps Area. He 
stated that the school will be held 12, 13 and 14 Noy. at Sixth Corps Area Head- 
quarters in the U. S. Post Office Building, Chicago. Nearly 400 ministers from Illinois, 
Michigan and Wisconsin including Regular Army, Reserve, National Guard and C.C.C. 
chaplains are expected to attend in addition to many ministers who are interested in 
the advancement of religion in the expanded Army of the United States. All denomina- 
tions have been invited to send representatives to the gathering. The schoo! will be 
directed by Chaplain R. R. Bach, Chaplain of the Sixth Corps Area. 

Chaplain Willard Graham Davis, first lieutenant Reserve, has been nominated to 
the Senate for appointment as Chaplain (1st Lieutenant) Regular Army, and is to be 
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assigned to MacDill Field, Tampa, Fla. His home is in Union Point, Ga. 

Chaplain Charles W. B. Hill, Lieutenant Colonel, has reported for duty at Ft. 
Bragg, N. C., and taken up his duties as Post Chaplain. Chaplain Hill, a member of the 
Episcopal clergy, went to Ft. Bragg from Ft. Kamaiamai, Hawaii. Chaplain Stanley 
Wisniewski, First Lieutenant, Reserve, also reported for duty from his home in 
Tonuwanda, N. Y., and has taken up his duties in charge of all Catholic activities at 
the post. Another arrival among the Chaplains at Ft. Bragg was Chaplain J. R. Cc. 
Vinn, First Lieutenant, Reserve, first colored Chaplain to be assigned to Ft. Brags. 
He will be assigned to the 41st Engineers, a regiment of colored troops. Soldiers of 
Jewish faith stationed at Ft. Bragg are provided with transportation each week to the 
Synagogue at Fayetteville. Rabbi Kamenetzky is in charge of Jewish activities. 


Ordnance Department—In connection with unusual precautions being taken to 
protect the nation’s defense facilities, laborers employed by the Work Projects Admin- 
istration are constructing 32.000 feet of seven-foot climb-proof fence to encompass 
completely the Delaware Ordnance Depot at Pedricktown, N. J. The fence will con- 
sist of wire mesh surmounted with three strands of barb wire. The fence, however, is 
only part of the plan devised to keep intruders out of the Ordnance Depot. Outside 
the fence, and encircling the depot, the WPA workers will build five and one-half miles 
of gravel road. 

The road will be 12 feet wide and provide a route for the dispatching and re- 
placing of sentries who guard the Depot. Construction of the road will include the 
clearing and grubbing of 15,000 cubic yards and 36,960 square yards of surfacing. The 
new project is expected to go into operation next week and will complement the 
rehabilitation project which started 1 Aug. That project provides for the replacing 
of 3.350 feet of cast iron water mains, rehabilitation of five miles of railroad track by 
realigning the rails and replacing of ties, and grading and surfacing 12 miles of roads. 

Additions, each 12 by 16 feet, will be built to two sentry boxes. WPA workers will 
also clear, grade and drain 220 acres and improve the existing drainage system by in 
stalling 36-inch reinforced concrete pipes. 


A special examination for appointment as warrant oflicer, second 
assistant engineer and second mate, Ar iy Mine Vlanter Service, will be held at all 
posts or stations at which there are « sibles, beginning 7 Jan. 1941. To be eligible 
for appointment the candidate must be physically qualified as required for a candidate 
for commission in paragraph 13, AR 40-105, and as required by the Department of 
Commerce; be under 40 years of age at the time of application; be in one or more of 
the following classes: graduate of the nautical course at the Coast Artillery School 
(This course is no longer in operation) ; former warrant officers of the Army Mine 
Planter Service; former ship's officer on an Army mine planter, cable ship, Army 
transport, harbor boat, or ship of the U. S. Navy, U. S. Coast Guard, or merchant 
marine. Candidates in this class are subject to the examination prescribed below, 
enlisted man of the Coast Artillery Corps who has passed the competitive examina- 
tion as prescribed below. 


Army Mine Planters 


Ile must also hold, as a minimum requirement, a license issued by the Steamboat 
Inspection Service as third mate, coustwise steam vessels, or as a third assistant engi- 
neer of ocean steam vessels, or a license as third mate, coustwise Diesel vessel or third 
assistant engineer of ocean Diesel vessels. 

The examination will consist of two parts—a professional examination in mari- 
time subjects and an examination in military and general educational subjects. The 
eXumination in maritime subjects will cover the same subjects as are required by the 
Steamboat Inspection Service, Department of Commerce, for license in each of the 
several grades, and will be conducted by the local office of the Steamboat Inspection 
Service. 

Each candidate for appointment will be required to submit to the Chief of Coast 
Artillery, through channels, an application to take the examination. The application 
will be forwarded in time to reach the Chief of Coast Artillery not later than 30 Nov. 
1940 and will contain the following information: date and place of birth; whether 
married or single; the number of dependents, if any, and the age of each minor child; 
statement of naval or military service, including dates of and character given on dis 
charge; brief statement of maritime experience including licenses held; any other 
pertinent information the candidate desires to include. 

The Commandant of the Coast Artillery School is charged with the responsibility 
of preparing the examination papers in the military and general educational subjects, 
and will mail to the commanding officers concerned one set for each candidate who 
has been authorized by the Chief of Coast Artillery to take the examination. The 
Chief of Coast Artillery will arrange with the Department of Commerce to have the 
eXamination in maritime subjects conducted by the Steamboat Inspection Service. 

In the examination for second mate, the maritime subjects will be those required 
for license as third mate, coustwise steam vessels, as prescribed in the latest issue of 
General Rules and Regulations, Ocean and Coastwise, Steamboat Inspection Service. 
Military and general educational subjects include a thorough knowledge of plain 
Principles of arithmetic, a general knowledge of elementary grammar and English 
composition, and a general knowledge of the regulations pertaining to the Army Mine 
Planter Service, customs of the military service, hygiene and first aid. In the ex- 
imination for second assistant engineer, the maritime subjects will be those required 
for license as third assistant engineer of coastwise steam vessels of not over 750 gross 
tons. Arithmetic requirements are the same as for mates. Engineer candidates must 
also demonstrate theoretical and practical knowledge of machine shop practice and 
elementary electricity. 


Cavalry—The War Department announced this week the completion of a period of 
Preliminary supplemental training given the officers of the National Guard who will 
be charged with the organization of new Corps Cavalry Reconnaissance Regiments. 
This instruction, afforded the oflicers of the National Guard, is in accord with the 
Cirrent War Department policy of rendering every assistance to National Guard per- 
sonnel in order that their units may be brought promptly to an effective standard of 
taining. The Chief of Cavalry utilized the two existing regular Army Corps Recon- 
laissance Regiments for this purpose. The Commanding Officer and Squadron Com- 
Manders of the National Guard Cavalry units located east of the Mississippi River 
Were assembled at Ft. Oglethorpe, Georgia, for a period of intensive training with the 
‘ith Cavalry. The same officers of the Cavalry units of the National Guard west of the 
Mississippi were assembled at Ft. Meade, South Dakota, for training with the 4th 





Cavalry, 

Transformation of the old National Guard cavalry regiments from a strength of 
529-709 to a new strength of 61 officers and 1284 men requires considerable advanced 
detailed planning. This transformation is made even more ditlicult when it is realized 
that the National Guard Cavalry is entering an ultra-modern field with respect to 
cavalry organization, Their new units will be made up of approximately 40% horse 
and GO% mechanized elements. It was in order to familiarize them with the require 
ments of mechanized units that this training was afforded them. 

Upon reporting to their respective posts, these oflicers were confronted with an 
intensive period of training and instruction, Their daily hours ran from 7 a.m. to 5 
p.m. Their subjects included demonstrations of «a war strength Reconnaissance 
(scout car) Troop, a Porté Troop, a Communications Unit, motor maintenance in the 
field, a Motorcycle Troop, automatic and anti-tank weapons, and a tactical demonstra- 
tion of the use of an entire regiment. The value and effectiveness of this training 
was exemplified by comments of Col, Maxwell A. O'Brien, Commanding the 113th 
Cavalry (horse and mechanized) of the lowa National Guard. He stated: “The train- 
ing schedule which we followed was the finest and most comprehensive which could 
have been designed, All subjects involved were handled in an exceptionally able man 
ner by the personnel of the regular units. The entire officr personnel of the home sta- 
tion made every effort to be helpful, and things which they showed us and demonstrated 
for our benefit were of the greatest assistance, This advanced training which we have 
completed will be of the greatest help to us in organizing our regiments in their 
future training ” 


Quartermaster Corps—Orders will be issued to transfer Company G, Slst Quarter- 
master Regiment (Truck), from MacDill Field, Fla., to Orlando, Fla., for permanent 
station, as soon as practicable, 

The Secretary of War has accepted for the War Department, the offer of the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters to establish in the Office of The Quartermaster 
General an Advisory Bureau on Fire Protection which shall cooperate with the govern 
ment in all matters pertaining to fire protection engineering and water distribution 
Corps area commanders will issue necessary instructions to insure that 
properly identified representatives of the National Board of Fire Underwriters will 
be admitted to projects under their jurisdiction in connection with work with Con 
structing Quartermasters and duly recognized engineering firms and contractors for 
the respective projects to which these men are specifically assigned, 


Systems. 


Medical Department—The Surgeon General, under date of 12 September 1940, 
delegated to Corps Area Surgeons and to the Department Surgeons of ILawaii and 
Puerto Rico the authority to employ civilian personnel required in all hospitals within 
their respective Corps Areas and Departments with the exception of the General 
Hospitals in Continental United States and Station Hospital, Ft. Sam Touston. Com 
manding Otficers of exempted stations should present their needs for civilian person 
nel for hospitals to the Commanding Generals of the Corps Areas in which the stations 
are located, 

Instructions have been issued requiring that chest x-rays be made on all 
registrants in whom, because of underweight, pallor, abnormal chest findings, or sug 
gestive personal or family history, there appears to be an increased likelihood of 
pulmonary In addition, they will be made routinely on all registrants so 
far as the local roentgenological facilities will permit and when such examinations 
will not retard the tlow of registrants through induction boards. Examinations will 
be expedited by providing radiologists with copies of MR 1-0 and instructing them to 
report briefly in substance as follows: “Chest negative,” “chest negative except for

Advanced Rank for Navy—Prospects of the enactment of legislation giving authority 
for the granting of advanced temporary rank to officers of the Navy and Marine Corps 
went glimmering this week when it became quite evident that Congress will be ad- 
journed shortly.

The War Situation 


Mussolini’s advance into Greece is 
meeting stubborn resistance from Greek 
and British land, sea and air forces. The 
Greeks claim that not only have they 
halted the Italians on the northern end 
of the front but also have driven them 
back on their Albanian base at Koritza, 
which is ten miles inside Albania, Ko- 
ritza is reported to be dominated by 
Greek artillery which has been placed in 
newly won mountain fortifications. The 
situation on the entire front appears 
favorable for the British-Greek forces 
which according to despatches from Sa- 
lonika have penetrated Albania at some 
points to a depth of eighteen miles and 
have forced Mussolini’s legions to with- 
draw entirely from Greek territory. 

The Greek air force which was con- 
sidered negligible on the outbreak of the 
war is affording an effective support for 
the land forces. British bombers and 
fighters have joined the Greek aircraft 
in backing up ground operations, bomb- 
ing Italian troop concentrations, patrol- 
ing Athens and its port, Piraeus, and in 
turning back Italign raiding squadrons. 
In further support of the Greek forces 
British Royal Air Force long-distance 
squadrons are reported to have bombed 
ports in Italy and Albania. 

Notwithstanding the generally favor- 
able reports of British-Greek operations, 
the despatches from Rome say that the 
Italian advance is proceeding methodi- 
cally and relentlessly. Athens, Salonika, 
Corfu, Crete and other Grecian centers 
have received heavy bombing attacks and 
there have been many casualties among 
the civilian population. However, the 
Italians have disclaimed any intention of 
bombing Athens but they have boasted 
they have been taking part in the raids 
over London. 

In London there were reports that, 
with the establishment of bases in 
Greece, the Royal Air Force would bomb 





Rome in retaliation for Italian bombing 
of London, Already, Naples has been sub- 
jected to several bombing raids. The 
British appear to be having no difficulty 
in rushing aid to Greece and in establish- 
ing the necessary bases there and on the 
adjacent Grecian Islands. In addition, 
the Royal Air Force is extending its 
bombing operations throughout Africa 
and against Brindisi which is the chief 
port of southeastern Italy and which has 
played a major role in supplying the 
Italian expedition against Greece and 
troops in Italy. The bombing operations 
in Africa acting in conjunction with 
mechanized units are holding the Italians 
to their bases. As a matter of fact, Mus- 
solini must be having serious difficulty 
in keeping his forces in Africa and on 
the new front in Greece supplied with 
munitions, especially gasoline. 

Hitler’s activities in the near East ac- 
cording to the despatches appear to be 
confined to consolidating his position in 
Rumania. There has been nothing to 
indicate that he is actually furnishing 
any support to Mussolini. Of course, 
there must be the closest cooperation be- 
tween the Axis partners in their latest 
venture, 

Spain, although not an active partner 
of the Axis, is certainly friendly and is 
reported to have taken over entire con- 
trol of Tangier, opposite to Gibraltar. An 
attack on Gibraltar is not expected so 
long as Italy is fully engaged in Africa 
and Greece, This theatre in the vicinity 
of Gibraltar remains more or less active 
because of French shipping passing back 
and forth between Dakar and France. 
The British are supposed to be permitting 
this traffic so as not to arouse too much 
anti-British feeling in France. 

Mr. Churchill in one of his routine re- 
ports on the war has informed the British 
that the Axis offensive against British 
shipping is no less serious than the bomb- 
ing attacks. Recent successes of Nazi 
air and submarine forces against British 
shipping have brought the weekly losses 
close to the 1917 peak. Berlin’s claims as 
to the British losses seem rather fantas- 
tie but they are supported in part by the 
recent announcement by the British Ad- 
miralty of the sinking of the 18,742-ton 
Laurentic and the 11,314-ton Patroclus. 
In addition to the attacks on shipping in 
the vicinity of the British Isles, German 
raiders are operating in the Atlantic well 
west of Ireland. A convoy was attacked 
during the week but neither London nor 
Berlin have announced the results. 

Churchill says that the Royal Navy 
is greatly handicapped in its anti-sub- 
marine warfare by not having use of 
naval bases in Ireland. In this connec- 
tion, it will be recalled that American 
forces, consisting of battleships, destroy- 
ers and aircraft were based on Trish 
ports during the World War. Since 
that time these ports have been denied 
the British. The Irish President says 
that these ports will not be made avail- 
able to the British. 

London has been subjected to over 300 
bombing raids since the war began but 
still carries on as the seat of the govern- 
ment and the heart of the empire. ‘There 
has been no let-up in the British-Nazi 
struggle for mastery of the air which 
continues to center over London. A typi- 
“al report is that Tuesday’s night raids 
covered a wide area of the British Isles, 
the main objectives being the east of 
Scotland, the Midlands and London. The 
Midlands, which includes the Merseyside 
and Liverpool, are being raided now as 
regularly as London. 

The British bombing raids over Ger- 
many are reported in the same way. For 
instance, at Emden a batch of raiders 
kept up a fifty-minute attack on gasoline 
storage sheds in the naval dock yards, 
dropping tons of high explosives and 
nearly 1,000 incendiaries; thirty fires 
were started. 

Day in day out, such reports are being 
made, they differ only in detail. They 
serve as a background for the reports 
that Hitler is sending out peace pro- 
posals and the warning to the British 
people by Mr. Churchill that they expect 
to be ready for a great offensive by land, 
sea and air in 1948 or 1944.

Rear Adm. George Calvin Day, USN- 
Ret., who commanded two ships trans- 
porting troops and supplies to Europe 
during the World War, died 3 Nov., at 
Naval Hospital, Washington, D. C., at 
the age of 69. 

He was president of the Board of In- 
spection and Survey, when he retired 1 
Dec. 1935, after 47 years’ service in the 
Navy. 

For his service in the World War he was 
awarded the Navy Cross with the citation: 
“For distinguished service in the line of his 
profession as commanding officer of the U. 8. 
8S. America and the U. 8. 8. Montana, engaged 
in the important exacting and hazardous duty 
of transporting and escorting troops and sup- 
plies to European ports through waters in- 
fested with enemy submarines and mines.” 
He received several medals for other services. 

Admiral Day, a native of Vermont, was 
graduated from the Naval Academy in 1892. 
He served on the U. 8S. S. Yorktown during 
the Spanish-American War, and was attached 
to the U. 8S. 8. Newark during the Philippine 
Insurrection. In 1901, he served as aide to 
the commandant, Navy Yard, Boston. He was 
navigator of the U. 8S. S. Connecticut from 
1907 to 1909 and for the next two years served 
in destroyers. He was in charge of the Navy 
Recruiting Bureau, New York, in 1911, then 
with the rank of commander. In 1917 he was 
promoted to captain. 

He was commander of the submarine di- 
vision, Pacific Fleet, from 1923, to 1925. He 
was then promoted to rear admiral, and in 
August reported for duty as commandant 
Fifteerith Naval District with additional duty 
as commandant Naval Operating Base, Bal- 
boa, Canal Zone. 

He is survived by a brother, W. F. Day, 
Lincoln, Nebr.; two sisters, Miss Anna 
V. Day, Chester, Vt., and Mrs. S. LB. Coon, 
Huntington Park, Calif. 

Funeral services were held in Ft. 
Myer Chapel, 5 Nov. Capt. R. D. Work- 
man (ChC), USN, officiated. Burial in 
Arlington National Cemetery followed.

termined. 

In computing the "four months’ ser- 
vice” required by section 12(a) of the 
Selective Training and Service Act of 
1940, as a condition precedent to paying 
enlisted men more than $21 per month, 
there should be included only service 
that may be counted for pay and for 
completion of enlistment, the Comptroller 
stated. 

The Comptroller General, in a letter 
to the Secretary of War answering spe- 
cifie questions, wrote as follows: 


“Section 12 of the act establishes rates of 
pay for the Regular Army and the Regular 
Marine Corps of the United States and the 
exception therein as to pay of enlisted men 
with less than four months’ service during 
their first enlistment period fixes the pay 
of all enlisted men with less than four 
months of service during their first enlist 
ment, or for such part of the four months as 
remains after 1 Oct, 1940, at $21 per month 
irrespective of the enlisted grade to which 
advanced. The purpose of the provision was 
to equalize the pay of enlisted men of the 
Army and Marine Corps with the pay re- 
ceived by enlisted men of the Navy and 
Coast Guard, See Uearings before the Com 
mittee on Military Affairs, United States 
Senate, 76th Congress, on 8S. 4164, at pages 335 
and 342, testimony of General Marshall, and 
page 363, et seq., testimony of Rear Admiral 
Nimitz. The purpose was not to set up an- 
other basis for disparity between the pay of 
enlisted men with less than four months’ 
service during their first enlistment period, 
and the language, when carefully examined, 
makes this clear, The exception with respect 
to the four months’ service is not as to en 
listed men of the seventh grade, only, but 
in as to all enlisted men regardless of grade. 
That this was the intent is further empha 
sized by the clause following which makes 
the exception upplicable, also, to “enlisted 
men of the seventh grade whose inefliciency 
or other unfitness has been determined,” ete. 
This was the basis for the holding in the 
decisions of 3 Oct. 1940, to the Secretary of 
the Navy. See, also, B-12866, 22 Oct. 1910, to 
the Secretary of the Navy. 

“It is to be observed that the exception 
applies to enlisted men with less than four 
months’ service during their first enlistment 
period. The term “enlistment period” relates 
to the contract of enlistment, If, therefore, a 
man contracted to serve a statutory period 
and was separated from the service before 
the expiration of four months thereof, any 
service thereafter under another enlistment 
would not be service during his first enlist- 
ment period within the meaning of the ex- 
ception in section 12(a) of the act, and the 
exception will not apply to him with respect 
to service, under such second enlistment un 
less he comes within that part of the excep 
tion relating to men of the seventh grade 
whose tnefliclency or unfitness requires the 
$21 rate of pay. 

“The Army of the United States consists 
of, among other components, the National 
Guard of the United States and the National 
Guard when in the service of the United 
States, See section 1 of the National Defense 
Act, 10 UL 8. (. 2.) Section 58 of the same 
act, 82.0. 8S. C. 4(n) constitutes the National 
Giuard of the United States a reserve com- 
ponent of the Army of the United States to 
consist of, among others, the federally recog 
nized National Guard units and organiza- 
tions and the officers, warrant officers and 
enlisted men of the National Guard of the 
several States and territories who shall have 
been appointed, enlisted and appointed, or 
enlisted, as the case may be, in the National 
Guard of the United States as in that act pro- 
vided. The National Guard of the various 
States and territories is a part of the militia 
contemplated by the Federal constitution, 
Article I, seetion 8 Clauses 15 and 16, and 
Article If, section 2, Clause 1, Sections 101 
and 111 of the National Defense Act, 32 
U.S. C. 82 and 81, respectively, contemplate 
Ahat this organization—this foree—will go 
into the service of 4thhe United States fully 
organized, the appbintments to the various 
offices or grades then existing, whether in a 
commissioned, warrant or enlisted status, to 
continue until changed by proper authority. 
Section 111 of the act contains the following 
provision: 

“* * * The organization of said units ex- 
isting at the date of the order into active 
Federal service shall be maintained intact in 
sofar as practicable, 

“'* * * Upon being relieved from active 
duty in the military service of the United 
States all individuals and units shall there- 
upon revert to their National Guard status.’ 

“The National Guard being a complete 
force, when inducted into the service of the 
United States the base pay or pay grades of 
the enlisted members thereof should be as 
certained by treating their National Guard 
service as service within the provision for 
base pay. 

“With this discussion

various questions are answered as follows: 
(Editor’s note—The Secretary of War’s ques- 
tions are interpolated for clarity.) 

a. Ifamember of the National Guard in the 
7th Grade has had more than four months’ 
non-Federal service in the National Guard prior 
to induction into Vederal service, will he be 
paid at the rate of $21 per month for the first 
four months after induction, or after 1 Oct. 
1940, if inducted prior thereto, aa the case may 
be, or will he be considered aa having served 
for four months and be entitled to $30 per 
month? 

a. As the member of the National Guard 
of the seventh grade had more than four 
months’ service in the National Guard not in 
Federal service he is not an enlisted man 
with less than four months’ service during 
his first enlistment period and will be en- 
titled to $30 per month, not $21. 

b. If a member of the National Guard in 
the 7th Grade haa had leas than four months’ 
non-Federal service in the National Guard 
prior to induction into Federal service, or prior 
to 1 Oct. 1940, aa the case may be, will he be 
advanced from $21 to $30 per month upon com- 
pletion of four months’ service, including his 
non-Federal service, or will he have to serve 
four monthea from the time of induction before 
he will be entitled to $30 per month? 

b. The member's service in the National 
juard before induction into the service of the 
United States should be counted with his 
service after induction to complete his four 
months’ service during his first enlistment 
period, He will not be required to serve four 
months after induction into the service of 
the United States where he has had a portion 
of the required service by an enlistment in 
the National Guard prior thereto, and the 
service in the National Guard prior to indue- 
tion should be included, See, also, answer 
to question a. 

ec. If a member of the National Guard in 
the 7th Grade haa had combined service in the 
Reqular Army and the National Guard not in 
Federal service, amounting to leas than four 
montha, prior to induction, or to 1 Oct. 1940, 
asx the case may be, will he be considered as in 
hia first enlistment, placing him in the $21 
per month class, or will he be entitled ta $30 
per month from the date of induction, or from 
1 Oct. 1940, aa the case may be? 

ec. If the member had served in the Regular 
Army it must have been in an enlistment in 
the Regular Army. If thereafter and before 
four months’ service he was discharged and 
enlisted in the National Guard and the com 
bined service in the Regular Army and in 
the National Guard before induction equals 
less than four months the case would be most 
unusual, However, if the man enlisted in 
the Regular Army and was discharged there 
from before he enlisted in) the National 
Guard his enlistment in the National Guard 
in which he was serving when indueted into 
the service of the United States would not 
be his first enlistment. Hence, he would be 
entitled to $30 per month, 

ad. Ifa member of the National Guard in 
the 7th Grade haa had previous service in the 
Reqular Army and/or the National Guard in 
Vederal service, will he be considered as in his 
first enlistment when he ia inducted and draw 
$21 until he completes four montha’ service, or 
will he be entitled to $30 per month from the 
date of induction, or from 1 Oct. 1940, as the 
case may be? 

d. If the man had previous service either 
in the Regular Army or in the National 
Guard under a contract of enlistment which 
was terminated and he thereafter enlisted in 
the National Guard and was serving in that 
enlistment when inducted into the service of 
the United States, he was not, after induc- 
tion, serving in his first enlistment period 
and he would be entitled to $80 per month. 

e. (Tf it ia held in questions a,b, e and a 
that enlisted men of the 7th Grade must serve 
four months after induction or after 1 Oct. 
1940, ag the case may be, before being paid $30 
per month, will this apply to members of the 
National Guard in the 7th Grade who complete 
their enlistments and reenliat in the Army after 
induction, but before the expiration of the 
four months’ period, or should the reenlistment 
be counted arg a second entistment, entitling 
them to $30 per month? 

e. In view of the above answers to ques- 
tions a, b, e, and d, this question requires 
no further answer. 

f. If a selective trainee, when inducted 
into the Army of the United States, has had 
previous Federal service of less than one en- 
listment, for example, tivo months’ service or 
two years’ service, should he be considered as 
in his firat enlistment, placing him in the $21 
per month class, or would he in either case be 
entitled to $30 per month from date of indue- 
tion? 

f. A selective trainee who has had prior ser- 
vice in the Regular Army of the United 
States under a contract of enlistment is not 
serving in his first enlistment when inducted 
into the service of the United States under 
the act of 16 Sept. 1910, and, accordingly, if 
he is an enlisted man of the seventh grade 
he would be entitled to the $380 per month. 

yg. If either a selective trainee or a member 
of the National Guard, in the 7th Grade, when 
inducted, subsequent to 1 Oct, 1940, is pro- 
moted to a higher grade before completing the 





period necessary for him to serve before being 
entitled to $30 per month, will he be entitled 
to the pay of the higher grade at date of pro 
motion or must he complete the four months’ 
service before receiving the higher pay? 

g. Both a selective trainee, and a member 
of the National Guard must have completed 
the four months’ service in their first enlist- 
ment before they are entitled to more than 
$21 per month, irrespective of promotion dur- 
ing that period, and if promoted before the 
completion of four months’ service during 
their first enlistment such promotion will not 
entitle them to increased pay until they have 
completed four months’ service. 

h. If an enlisted man of the Regular Army 
with leas than four months’ service prior to 
1 Oct. 1940, or a member of the National Guard 
inducted prior to 1 Oct, 1940, has been pro- 
moted from the seventh grade prior to 1 Oct. 
1940, is he, on 1 Oct. 1940, entitled to the pay 
of the grade to which promoted or should he 
be reduced to $21 per month until he completes 
four months’ service? 

h. If an enlisted man, either of the Regular 
Army or of the National Guard, with less 
than four months’ service during his first en 
listment was promoted prior to 1 Oct. 1910, 
or before induction as the case may be, then 
from 1 Oct, 1940, or from the date of indue- 
tion if subsequent to 1 Oct. 1940, the man 
will be entitled to receive only $21 per month, 
the rate of pay established for all enlisted 
men with less than four months’ service dur 
ing their first enlistment period. There being 
no savings clause with respect to this pay 
in the act the man’s pay should be adjusted 
to $21 per month for the period from 1 Oct. 
1940, or from date of induction if after 1

he may then be in receipt of, and that said 
allowances shall be as follows: Nine dollars 
and fifty cents per month in lieu of rations 
and clothing and six dollars and twenty-five 
cents per month in lien of quarters, fuel, 
and light: Provided, That in computing the 
necessary thirty years’ time all service in 
the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps shall be 
eredited, 

“ ‘See, 2. That all Acts and parts of Acts, so 
far as they conflict with provisions of this 
Act, ure hereby repealed,’ 

“This act, giving to the enlisted man placed 
upon the retired list 75 per centum of the pay 
and allowances he may then be in receipt of, 
operated as an amendment of the act of 14 
Feb, 1885, 283 Stat, 305, which authorized 75 
per centum of the pay of the rank upon which 
he was retired. The effect of this change was 
fully considered and it was held that no 
change was made by the 1907 act as to retired 
pay based on the rank of the enlisted man on 
retirement, See 13 Comp. Dee. 759. When the 
net of 11 May 1908, 35 Stat. 106, 109, provided 
an different method of computing continuous 
service pay of enlisted men of the Army it was 
held in 14 Comp, Dee. 914-915 as follows: 

“‘Tam of opinion that the enlisted men re 
tired prior to the passage of the act of 11 
May 1908, are entitled to three-fourths of the 
pay of the rank upon which they were retired, 
and that when the pay of such rank was 
changed by said act it changed their pay ac 
cordingly, and T am of opinion that their 
time of service on the active list prior to their 
retirement should be counted in the same 
manner as is provided in said act for counting 
the past services of men on the active list at 
the time of the passage of said act. It would 
be impossible by any other rule to give men 
on the retired list prior to the passage of said 
act of 11 May 1908, three-fourths of the pay 
of the rank upon which they were retired, 
(See 13 Comp. Dee., 759.)' 

“When permanent rates of pay were estab- 
lished by the act of 11 July 1919, 41 Stat. 110, 
which increased the pay of enlisted men of the 
Army, it was held, on the authority of the 
prior decisions, that those increased rates 
applied to enlisted men on the retired list ‘It 
having been decided that the phrase ‘pay and 
allowances he may then be in receipt of’ in 





the act of 2 March 1907, means the pay and 
allowances to which the soldier is entitled by 
virtue of his rank and status as a soldier’ and 
that ‘such rates on 11 July 1919, became the 
pay of the rank on which enlisted men are en 
titled to receive 75 per cent upon retirement,’ 
25 Comp. Dec. 612, 615. To the same effect is 
27 Comp. Dee, 422 at page 424, as to pay for 
enlisted men of the Army, established by sec- 
tion 4b of the act of 4 June 1920, 41 Stat. 761. 

“It appears, therefore, that in the account- 
ing offices the settled meaning of the act of 
2 March 1907, is that it gives to an enlisted 
man retired pay based on the pay of the rank 
on which he was retired, that changes in the 
pay of a rank for active enlisted men ap 
plies to the retired pay of retired enlisted 
men of the same rank, and that such con- 
struction has been followed continuously for 
over 30 years. Accordingly, you are informed 
that enlisted men of the Army who were 
placed on the retired list prior to 1 Oct. 1940, 
are entitled to have their retired pay from and 
after that date computed on the basis of the 
active list pay established by section 12 of 
the act of 16 Sept. 1940, including, If properly 
established, the right given by section 12 (b), 
and all subject, of course, to the savings 
clause contained in section 12 (e).”

White House Calls 


Concerning social functions at the 
White House, uniforms to be worn and 
other requirements, the War Department 
has issued the following: 

“a. It has been the custom for officers of 
the Army, their wives and adult members of 
their families, to leave cards at the White 
House once each year. The White House is 
now ready to receive these calls, 

“hb. Invitational lists to social affairs at 
the White House are compiled from only those 
ealling cards bearing an address thereon, For 
this reason and because all calls at the White 
House are a matter of record, every card left 
there must have the residence address in 
Washington or vicinity inscribed thereon in 
longhand, if not already engraved. 

“ce. If ealls are made by Reserve Officers 
serving on active duty, they should Indicate 
their status by writing ‘Active Duty’ on their 
curds, 

“d. In view of the limited period of time 
for which officers of the National Guard and 
the Reserve components of the Army are called 
to active duty, and of the fact that the blue 
uniform is no longer generally required, sueh 
personnel on active duty in Washington are 
authorized to appear at evening functions al 
the White House wearing civilian evening 
dress (white ties) with miniature medals and 
decorations, instead of one of the prescribed 
blue uniforms, 

“oe. Usually cards may be left at the White 
House without alighting from automobiles by 
driving in the Northwest Pennsylvania Avenue 
entrance to the grounds and handing them te 
the doorman at the North Entrance, If gate* 
are closed, inform the police officer a social 
eall is being made.

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Housing Program 

President Roosevelt, acting on recom- 
mendations received from Defense Hous- 
ing Coordinator Charles IF’, Palmer, has 
approved immediate construction of 
housing projects in 68 defense areas, thus 
starting work on plans developed by the 
National Defense Advisory Commission 
during the past 90 days. 

Acting under the provisions of the Lan- 
ham Act, the President declared that a 
housing Shortage exists or impends in the 
63 areas. Detailed plans had already 
peen formulated with the various Fed- 
eral agencies and with the cooperation of 
private industry. This Presidential 
declaration, required under the Lanham 
Act, is the final step necessary to throw 
the program into action. This is in ad- 
dition to the allocation of $44,240,000 by 
the President directly to the Navy as of 
% Sept. To date 5,002 dwelling units are 
under contract at 12 important naval 
bases, 

Largest of the 63 projects is San Diego, 
Calif., center of intense West Coast de- 
fense activities. The reported housing 
emergency arose because of the contem 
plated rapid expansion of the largest 
naval operating base in the West, to 
gether with an Army base and two air- 
craft manufacturing plants. The Navy is 
already constructing 1,200 family dwell 
ing units. The new proposal calls for 
coustruction of 2,000 additional dwelling 
wits and 750 dormitory rooms for single 
men to be constructed immediately. In 
addition 1,000 portable type houses are 
planned to meet the most urgent need. 

Developments of the first 90 days of 
the defense housing program include: 

The Public Buildings Administration 
is preparing the contract for the con- 
struction of 600 dwelling units for en 
listed men and 100 for civilian workers 
at Ft. Knox, Ky. 

The United States Tlousing 
has announced the opening of its first 
two defense housing projects at Mont- 
gomery, Ala., and Pensacola, Fla., Fri- 
day, 1 Nov., 26 days ahead of schedule. 
Twenty-three additional defense projects 
also are under way. 

In these vital defense areas the De- 
fense Housing Coordinator will recom- 
nend a housing division to be set up as a 
part of the local defense council in order 
to establish a registration of vacancies 
of houses, apartments and rooms. An ad- 
ditional function of this local group will 
be to observe rental charges in order to 
prevent an unwarranted rise in the gen- 
eral rent levels in a defense locality.

U. S. Military Academy 
“Where They Have Trod,” by Lt. Col. R. 

Krnest Dupuy, PA, USA; Frederick A. 

Stokes Company, New York; $3. 
— speaking, Colonel Dupuy 

has not written, nor attempted to 
write the history of the United States 
Military Academy. Ilistories of West 
Point have been written before. Colonel! 
Dupuy, instead, has painted in broad and 
fine strokes the creation of an American 
institution, profoundly influenced = by 
changing conditions in the United States 
and just as profoundly exerting its in 
fluence upon the military and civilian 
thought of America. 

With fine touches he has painted the 
characters of old Sylvanus Thayer, 
“father” of West Point and of his tem- 
pestuous predecessor Patridge, of Mahan, 
of Benny Haven. With broad strokes he 
has interlarded anecdotes of those early 
times of West Point’s rote—and riots—of 
the face-lifting at the Point as its plant 
was expanded and improved. 

The reader is given the picture of a 
young Republic, definitely opposed to 
standing armies yet remembering all too 
clearly the sad story of the militia in the 
Revolution—a history repeated in the 
second War with England a few years 
later. The author tells of wise heads in 
the War Department, anxious to create 
a trained oflicer corps, anxious to obtain 
from war-torn Europe that continents 
knowledge of the military art. The re 
sult: the Military Academy as Sylvanus 
Thayer built it in 16 years of command. 

Another war then, that with Mexico, 
with West Pointers leading the way te 
victory. A gap then, and then a war be- 
tween the States which found the Corps 
of Cadets, as well as the nation, divided, 
and graduates achieving glory on both 
sides. And with the successful re-crea- 
tion of the esprit de corps so nearly de- 
stroyed when the Academy was stripped 
of its students during the World Wat, 
the book comes to a close. 

But the chronicle of wars and of the 
part of West Pointers in those wars }5 
only one part of “Where They Have 
rod.” USMA’s alumni have scattered to 
all walks of life, and Dupuy has followed 
them. ; 

Every West Point graduate will enjoy 
this latest work of Colonel Dupuy, that 
goes without question, So will those whe 
have never worn the gray or any other 
uniform, for in our opinion, “Where Thes 
Have Trod” is one of the finest bits of 
Americana that has come off an Amer 
can press in recent years. 
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Army Securing Land for Training 

The War Department announced this 
week tentative plans, subject to change, 
for the new Seventh Corps Training Cen- 
ter in Iowa and the new Anti-aircraft 
Firing Center near Hinesville, Ga., as 
well as for the expansion of Ft. Ethan 
Allen, Vt., Ft. Sill, Okla., Ft. Devens, 
Mass., and Ft. Bliss, Tex. 

A total of nearly 500,000 acres of land 
is being acquired by the War Depart- 
ment for these projects. The land is be- 
ing purchased by the Land Acquisition 
Division of the Soil Conservation Service 
of the Department of Agriculture, acting 
at the request of the War Department to 
save considerable time and expense to 
the Government. 

The land purchase program also in- 
cludes approximately 10,640 acres for an 
ammunition storage depot in Calhoun 
County, Ala., and ten acres for a radio 
beacon station near Amarillo, Tex., for 
the Air Corps. 





Training and Housing of Trainees 

Basic training plans for the first S800,- 
0 men to be inducted into the United 
States Army under the terms of the 
Selective Service Act were announced by 
the War Department 8 Novy. 

At the same time the War Department 
made publie plans for construction work 
at the 21 Replacement Centers designed 
to house trainees during the first three 
months or so of their service. These cen- 
ters, at which trainees will be given basic 
military training before being assigned to 
Regular Army or National Guard units 
for additional training, are expected to 
he ready for occupancy by 15 March 141, 

Pending the completion of these cen- 
ters, the first 400,000 trainees to be called 
prior to 15 March will be classified and 
initially equipped at Reception Centers 
or stations of units, but will be trained in 
units of the Arms or Services to which 
they will be assigned. 

These trainees are expected to comprise 
all or nearly all of the men to be called 
hetween 1S Noy, 1940, and 15 March 1941, 
The second 400,000 trainees, or those to 
he called between 15 March 1941, and 15 
June 1941, will be sent directly from Re- 
ception Centers to Replacement Centers 
for their basic training. 

Assignment for Training : 

Assignment of the first 400,000 trainees 
to Regular Army and National Guard 
units for training will depend upon exist- 
ing vacancies in those units, as well as 
on the need for men of particular qualifi- 
cations and the ability of those units to 
provide proper shelter, food, and equip 
ment on arrival of the trainees. 

The military training of these particu- 
lar trainees will start in earnest after 
arrival at the post, camp or station to 
which they are assigned, During the first 
several months, or from 13 to 16 weeks, 
they will be trained as individual soldiers 
in recruit training detachments, together 
With Regular Army and National Guard 
recruits. This phase of their training will 
include instruction in first aid and mili- 
tary hygiene, military law, military 
courtesy and discipline, dismounted and 
possibly mounted drill, the care, employ- 
ment and maintenance of clothing, equip- 
ment and weapons, marksmanship and 
use of individual weapons, defense 
against gas and air attacks, physical 
training, marching, camping, bivouacs and 
other subjects. 

The principal objective of this indi- 
Vidual training will be the production of 
efficient, energetic, self-reliant and physic- 
ally hardened soldiers. Meanwhile classi 
fication of the trainees will continue and 
their special aptitudes or qualifications 
Will be noted and used to determine their 
places in the units. 





Army Post Exchanges 

The War Department advised the ser 
Vice this week that for the purpose of 
Participating in post exchanges National 
Guard units being ordered into Federal 
Service for a year’s training may be con 
sidered as units temporarily stationed 
at posts, camps and stations. 

The pertinent paragraph of AR 210-65, 
under which National Guard units will 
he considered as being temporarily sta- 
tioned at the posts, treats of temporarily 
Stationed units as follows: “Membership 


in the exchange may, upon recommenda- 





tion of the exchange council, approved by 
the commanding officer, be denied, and in 
such cases the organization in question 
may be allowed the privileges of the ex- 
change and then shall be paid not to ex- 
ceed ten per cent of the amount spent in 
the exchange by members of the organi- 
zation in lieu of its share of net profits. 
The exact percentage to be paid will be 
fixed by the executive council, subject to 
the approval of the commanding officer.”

Financial Digest 

Business is adjusting itself to the re- 
election of the President, and its specu- 
lating as to the extent by which he will 
expand his policies. The first inkling of 
his program came from Secretary Mor- 
genthau, who announced that Congress 
would be requested to increase the Na- 
tional debt limit to from 60 to 65 billion 
dollars, and to increase taxes. Another 
indication of the President’s intentions 
came from Hyde Park, which reported 
that he would make every effort to har- 
monize Industry and Labor. In this con- 
nection there are reports that Secretary 
Perkins is to be replaced by a citizen 
who will be more acceptable to the labor 
organizations. There are reports that the 
Labor Relations Board is to have a new 
Chairman, and that that body will be 
harsh in the enforcement of the 
Wagner Law. However, the President 
has stated emphatically that the gains 
of labor must not be lost. This means 
that the Wagner Law will not be sub- 
stantially modified, and probably the 
Wage and Hour Law will be amended 
so as to embrace more groups of work- 
ers, However, the President is not likely 
to ask for any radical measures in view 
of the narrow popular vote by which he 
was elected. Should he do so, he will 
have a formidable opposition in Congress 
made up of Republicans and conserva- 
tive democrats. 

Two reasons are given by students of 
financial trends for the fact that the re- 
sults of the elections have not thus far 
produced stronger repercussions in the 
world of business and finance. The first 
of these is that the election result was 
too much in doubt for the immediate out- 
look to be much changed by the result. 
The second reason given is the defense 
program and the anticipated increase in 
foreign war orders to which is largely 
attributed such inereases in production 
as have taken place since the spring. It 
is believed that the prospect of larger 
expenditures in filling defense orders 
from Washington and war orders from 
abroad will continue to provide a power- 
ful stimulant in many fields of produce 
tion. 

All records were broken in October for 
steel production which amounted to 
6AGLS9S net tons and exceeded by 5 per 


less 





cent the production record for November 
1939. August was the only month this 
year in which the steel output has ex- 
ceeded 6,000,000 tons, and the next best 
month was May 1929, when 5,920,596 net 
tons were produced. In 1929, however, as 
well as in 1937 the final quarter of the 
year showed a decline in the output of 
steel which this year is on the upgrade. 
This accounts for the expectation in 
well-informed circles that the total out- 
put this year will exceed that of 1929 by 
60,829,752 tons. 


In its November letter the National 
City Bank of New York reports that de- 
fense-financing obstacles are being rapid- 
ly cleared away and predicts that the 
transfer of private capital into defense 
effort may be expected to increase. It 
is believed that a considerable propor- 
tion of this financing will be done under 
the emergency plant facility contracts 
which were announced in semi-final form 
on 10th October last. These provide for 
reimbursement for the manufacture by 
the Government, in 60 annual install- 
ments, for assignment of these promises 
to pay to the bank or other lending agency 
and for retention by the manufacturer 
of title to the plant until payments are 
completed. Following their completion 
the manufacturer may buy back at cost 
less depreciation the new plant or pur- 
chase it at a negotiated price. 

Four principal methods for building 
and financing defense facilities are thus 
summarized : 

1. “Army and Navy construction, in- 
cluding government arsenals, naval bases, 
etc., and extension of existing govern 
ment properties, to be owned and op- 
erated by the Federal Government and 
financed with Federal funds.” 

2. “Construction of plants to be owned 
by the Government but operated by pri- 
vate manufacturers.” 

3. “Construction of unconditionally pri- 
vately-owned and operated plants, the 
manufacturer availing himself of the pro- 
vision of the new excess profit tax law, 
permitting amortization in five years 
where the plant is certified by the Gov- 
ernment as necessary for defense.” 

4. “Cases where risks are too great for 
private capital to assume alone. In such 
cases the manufacturer will wish to avail 





himself of the Emergency Plant Facili- 
ties Contract.” 





Merchant Marine 

A British mercantile marine, sorely 
hit by enemy aircraft, submarines and 
even—as reported this week—by surface 
raiders—is turning desperately to all ex 
pedients to replace its heavy shipping 
losses. With much of its fleet called to 
the Mediterranean to protect Gibraltar, 
Suez, Malta, and now, Greece, the em- 
pire is hard put to afford her cargo ves- 
sels adequate protection. 

To replace the losses, she is building 
ships by the foot, pointing both ends, 
and setting them afloat. This statement, 
a bit exaggerated to be true, is neverthe- 
less expressive of the new types of ves- 
sels Britain is building as quickly as she 
can, Gone are refinements in crews’ quar- 
ters, bulkheading, fineness of lines—the 
sole object is to construct a ship that 
will float, move, transport cargo and 
trust to luck and what protection the 
Fleet and RAF can give to avoid Nazi 
raiders, 

To implement her own facilities, Brit 
ain is discussing, as reported last week, 
construction of a great ship assembly 
plant in the United States, capable of 
handling 28 keels simultaneously. Such 
a project is feasible, the principal bottle 
neck likely to be encountered being in- 
ability to obtain propulsion machinery in 
the quantities needed. 

The empire is purchasing also every 
United States ship it can get that is ser- 
viceable. Between 26 Oct. 1939 and 28 
Oct. 1940, Britain bought 114 vessels of 
415,345 gross tons in the United States. 
In addition, Canada during the same pe- 
riod bought 35 ships of 59,280 gross tons, 
and Newfoundland two vessels of 193 
tons, 

Twenty of the American vessels bought 
were from the Maritime Commission's 
laid-up fleet. That once numerous flotilla 
of ships has dwindled from the 113 hulls 
tied up before the war to but 638 ships, 
and it is a fair prediction that about half 
of these will go to England within a 
short time. The 68 ships still in lay-up, 
it should be explained, do not include the 
group of vessels recently reconditioned, 
which—-with the exception of five loaned 
to the Army—are maintained in stand-by 
condition with crews aboard, or are be-
